He said Welch's extreme vicv% 
are not shared by the great ma¬ 
jority of Americans who joined 
the society because of their gen¬ 
uine concern over communism. 
"Cannot Be Dismissed" 

"But these views cannot be dis¬ 
missed out of hand as the in¬ 
dividual views of one man. Welch 
happens to be head of an or¬ 
ganization—and he has never re¬ 
pudiated the views in question,” 
Dodd said. 

He also criticized the society's 
attacks on Kuchel and Young, 
whofn -he called "stanch anti- 
1 Communists." 

Kuchel took the floor next to 
lash out at the society and its 
founder's writings on former

Senator Young stood briefly to 
indorse the sentiments of Dodd 
and Kuchel. Three weeks ago, he 
made a long statement against 
the society. 

At that time, the North Dakotan 
said Welch’s accusations went 
"far beyond anything the late 
Senator Joe McCarthy ever 
dreamed of.” 

Later, reporters asked Dodd if 
he agreed with Kuchel that an 
investigation was in order, and 
whether he might urge such a 
probe by the Internal Security 
subcommittee. 

He said that he personally 
would do so, but that he had no 
power to make such a decision 
himself. 

The Internal Security panel has 
beta answering mailed complaints 
abait the society with a form 
lettkr which says it "seems to be, 
froip our records, a patriotic or¬ 
ganization.” 

Dodd said this characterization 
was written by a committee staff 
member before many of the facts 
about the organization had been 
made public. 

Both the Internal Security unit 
and the House Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities Committee have concen¬ 
trated their investigative work 
against left-wing and Communist- 
front groups, rather than against 
organizations at the ether -end of 
the political spectrum. 

"No Material Information” 

Representative Reuss (D.. Wis.) 
staled today that his request for 
a probe by the Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities panel had been rejected 
by Representative Walter (D., 
Pa.), chairman.

ITen day after World War n ended a 27-year-old 
oil fundamentalist Baptist missionary named John 
. Birch was killed by the Communists in China where 
he had served as a U. S. intelligence officer during 
the war. His name has since been taken over by 
an organization dedicated to destroying commu¬ 
nism in the United States. No American worth 
his salt would find fault with that major .objective 
of the John Birch Society. However, the society 
is also dedicated to such things as: .Repealing the 
federal income tax. seeking the Impeachment of 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, opposing NATO, the 
U.N. and cultural exchanges between this nation 
and Russia, and attacking church groups which 
favor social legislation. • 

-Robert H. W. Welch, Jr., of Massachusetts, 61- 
year-old leader of the John Birch Society, is a re¬ 
tired candy manufacturer with no other claim to 
fame. When he founded the society in 1958 he 
hoped for 1,000,000 members to fight evil with 
“evangelical fervor.” Reportedly, the John Birch 
Society today has less than 100,000 members but 
is well organized in 34 states.

A number of responsible state Republicans 
have already condemned Wallace for what he is. Democrats, 
Republicans and Independent voters all have a stake in his 
defeat.

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1962 of $750,000. Poland, $284,728; Yugoslavia, 
$147,430. 

The total amount collected in 1964 in the Hal¬ 
loween collections was $2,000,000, approximately 
the amount given to Indonesia. 

But another aspect of this whole operation is 
the fact that the United States government con¬ 
tributes 12 million dollars and the USSR only 
$675,000. But the Soviets stipulate that their con¬ 
tributions can be used only in the Soviet Union. 

The U. S. contribution is included in the foreign 
aid programs and was introduced by Congressman 
James G. Fulton of Pennsylvania into the Marshall 
Plan legislation — see Congressional Record, May 
24. 1965, page 10859, statement of Congressman 
Fulton. 

But Americans are led to believe that the whole 
foreign aid program is our financial contribution 
to the defeat of Communism. But at this point at 
least 12 million dollars goes into a fund which 
the Communists help administer and are obtaining 
great gain and prestige and recognition as human¬ 
itarians by being a part of this United Nations 
activity for the good of the children of the world. 

UNICEF Example of 
Peaceful Coexistence 

UNICEF is an example par excellence of peace¬ 
ful coexistence with the Communists in which the 
children of the world set the example. If we can 
work with the Communists in UNICEF, why can¬ 
not we work with the Communists in every other 
kind of project? It is just here that much of the 
modernist Sunday school and church literature is 
used, and the endorsement of the National Coun- 



The public appeal that UNICEF makes is for the 
aid of the children of the world. But the actual 
program, the facts and figures and the manner in 
which the Communists participate and gain from 
this program, is obtainable from the official state¬ 
ments and publications of this United Nations 
agency. An official publication of UNICEF en¬ 
titled, “What it is, What it does, How it works," 
declares: “UNICEF does not operate projects di¬ 
rectly. . . . Requests for aid have to be made or 
sponsored by the government of a country." Thus 
UNICEF raises funds and turns them over to 
government-approved and directed agencies. 

UNICEF Funds Controlled by 
Recipient Nations 

This means, therefore, that all funds that go to 
Communist countries or hostile or neutral countries 
are used in those lands for the benefit of the govern¬ 
ment. 

In a sheet entitled, “UNICEF Facts and Figures, 
Spring of 1964," under “What UNICEF Does" we 
are told, "UNICEF helps countries plan programs 
designed to meet the specific and pressing needs of 
their children. Its objective is to prepare children and 
youth for a constructive life, as well as to care for 
their physical well-being.” But what the Commu¬ 
nist countries consider to be a constructive life and 
for which funds are here contributed, is considerably 
different from what we would consider to be a con¬ 
structive life in a land where freedom is defended 
and maintained. In “allocations approved by the 
UNICEF executive board in June 1963 and January 
1964 (in U. S. dollars)” here are some of the fig¬ 
ures: Ghana, $47,000; Guinea $62,000; India, 
$3,212,600; Indonesia, $2,041,541. This repre¬ 
sents an increase over the previous allocations of 


cil of Churches backs this UNICEF program. 
Communists are no friends of little children, and 
the charitable, humanitarian relief activity that 
gives to the Communists a place of respectability 
should not be endorsed or supported by any liberty- 
loving Christians. It is just in such an area as being 
good to little children that the Communists delight 
to have their purposes obscured, and when one 
questions their activities in this field, immediately 
the allegation is, You do not love or want to help 
little children.

In September 1961 Congress 
established this as an agency which 
would put all arms control study and In¬ 
formational work under one roof, so to 
speak, and prevent overlapping research 
activities, failure to coordinate back¬ 
ground Information, and poor communi¬ 
cations between the various agencies 
concerned with national security and 
foreign policy. 

First, the semantics of the agency 
are wrong. From the beginning there 
were reservations held by many that the 
title "Anns Control and Disarmament 
Agency" was a misnomer and that the 
Disarmament Act of 1961 went further 
than the original intent of Congress. As 
a result of the reports and recommenda¬ 
tions of this Agency we find In official 
administration circles today fuzzy think¬ 
ing relating to our role in the world 
military balance of power. We have 
been told “let the Soviet become equal 
with the United States in military might 
and the Soviet will no longer fear us or 
attack us." This is the fallacious logic 
of the theoreticans and amateur military 
strategists of the Arms Control and Dis¬ 
armament Agency. 

Today we are witnessing a unilateral 
approach to disarmament by this ad¬ 
ministration, which, if continued, will 
threaten the very security of our Na¬ 
tion. When the original Disarmament 
Act was passed. In 1961, the Communists 
were still grounded on the Eurasian land 
mass. Now. In 1964, there is a threat¬ 
ening Communist base of action just 90

miles from the shores of Florida. We 
do not know the true story of the pur¬ 
ported removal of the Soviet rockets 
from Cuba. Reports are constantly be¬ 
ing received that the Russians are en¬ 
trenching themselves In fortified caves 
and concrete bunkers In the provinces 
of Castroland. We read of secret mid¬ 
night movements of Soviet groups and 
the establishment of Russian military 
compounds completely isolated even 
from their Cuban puppets. Is this the 
time to consider further steps to weaken 
national security? 

Today, the newspapers tell us that 
both Red Russia and Red China have 
threatened warlike measures If we at¬ 
tempt to retrieve our military position in (T) 
Vietnam by stepped-up military man- j I 
euvers against Communist northern f ( 
Vietnam forces. Shall we continue to 
disarm In the face of such threats and 
Implied ultimatums? 

It seems incredible that at a time of 
accelerated alarm and with the enemy r i 
making continued advances In the Far to/ 
East, In the Near East, In Africa, and In (fi 
South America, the administration, f'j ( 
should continue to press at Geneva for f 
so-called disarmament proposals; pro- 
posals which the Soviets laugh at and de- cr j 
ride. Only last week at the Geneva; 
18-nation Disarmament Conference, the 
U.S, representative, Adrian S. Fisher, 
announced with great fanfare that cer-^S^So 
tain American reactors are being placed 
under international Inspection. The 
move was entirely unilateral on our part. 

No similar action by the Communists 
was demanded in return. The idea was 
to set a noble example to Soviet Rus¬ 
sia. which. It is hoped, will follow suit. 

All this might be logical If we were deal¬ 
ing with people who understand such 
things as good faith and noble examples. 

But the Reds do not. Such gestures 
merely prove that our dlsarmers fail 
totally to understand the nature of the 
Red enemy. 





At no time have the Communists 
shown a sincere Interest In any disarma¬ 
ment proposal which would provide for 
compulsory verification systems. They 
secretly arm as we publicly disarm and 
weaken ourselves. 

Until the Soviets show a real and sin¬ 
cere desire for disarmament we are Just 
playing into the enemy's hands with our 
Geneva proposals which serve only to 
lull the American people Into a false 
sense of peace while the Soviets continue 
relentlessly on its slated path of world 
domination. Add to this fact that there 
Is a strong possibility that the Soviets 
will make u serious miscalculation of 
American will to survive. Our apostles 
of appeasement have distorted the Amer¬ 
ican Image and today our Nation ap¬ 
pears, to those In Europe. Africa and 
South America, to be a nation which Is 
selling Its birthright of courage and 
strength for the leaky umbrella of the 
fallacious "peace in our times" theory. 
A theory which, as embraced by the staff 
and policies of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency entails the belief 
that "the only road to peace Is the road 
of disarmament." This, Mr. Speaker, I 
do not believe. There are other roads 
to peace and one of them is the road of 
national strength, both military and 
moral. This I believe Is the only real 
road to peace. Meanwhile, In order to 
retain the opportunity to take this road, 
we must act to put the dlsarmers on 
some kind of a reasonable leash and place 
a safety catch on the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency’s notorious 
tendency to lead us ever deeper Into the 
fatal quicksands of do-it-ourself dis¬ 
armament. 

Mr. Speaker, our military system, If we 
look at It historically and objectively. Is 
concerned primarily with preventing 
war, I sincerely believe that there Is 
no one In the Military Establishment 
who advocates aggressive war against 
our declared enemies. Yet by unilateral 
measures we are rapidly sapping our na¬ 
tional stature as a military power. The 
amount of money budgeted for our stra¬ 
tegic retaliatory forces, bombers, and 
missiles has been drastically cut. In fis¬ 
cal year 1962 the sum was $9.1 billion. 
I'or fiscal year 1965 the sum Is $5.3 bil¬ 
lion, over a 40-percent reduction. All 
this Is In the face of on absolute zero- 
pereent reduction In communism’s manl- 
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fest and devouring hostility toward all 
that Is noncommunist on our planet. 

The administration all but killed the 
RS-70 program, It has stopped produc¬ 
tion of the B-58 bomber. The B-52 
bombers are being retired 2 or 3 years 
ahead of schedule. All B~47’s have been 
ordered junked by 1966. The Skybolt 
missile program was eliminated. The 
Jupiter and Thor missiles were removed 
from their sites in Turkey and Italy Just 
7 months after they were installed. Our 
high-powered Atlas D and Titan I long- 
range missiles are headed for the scrap 
heap. By Executive order the production 
of fissionable nuclear materials Is to be 
cut drastically and nuclear reactors are 
to be shut down. The administration 
now is considering a proposal of Soviet 
Russia to burn all bombers. Plans for 
additional nuclear aircraft carriers have 
been shelved and Nike-Zeus missile-killer 
production canceled. How unrealistic 
can we get? We must ask the adminis¬ 
tration—What evidence do you have that 
the Communists are responding to our 
unilateral disarmament actions with ef¬ 
fective disarmament actions of their 
own? On the contrary, newspapers have 
recently reported that our Intelligence 
apparatus has discovered new anti-anti¬ 
missile networks being established 
around Moscow. Reports are heard that 
the Soviets are now constructing a spy 
satellite system In Cuba which will make 
the United States subject to continual 
surveillance. Are these acts of peaceful 
Intentions? 

The late President Kennedy said In hts 
last state of the Union address: 

Until the world can develop a reliable (sys¬ 
tem of International security, the freo peo¬ 
ples have no choice but to keep their anna 
near. 

Reflecting the late President's state¬ 
ment, let us remember there has been 
no real lessening of tensions. By no act 
or even word have the Communists ever 
Indicated that they have given up their 
goal of world domination. US. prestige 
continues to go down while the fruitless 
and dreary sessions of the disarmament 
negotiators at Geneva continue their 
thankless and unprofitable task. In the 
meanwhile here at home we have drasti¬ 
cally out back proper research and de¬ 
velopment of new weapons and have de¬ 
creased our striking force by a systematic 
reduction of alrpower. 



Mr. Speaker, during the debate last 
November I offered a number of amend¬ 
ments on the floor and also a bill which 
would have corrected some of the errors 
so apparent In the Disarmament Act. It 
was suggested I brought them to the floor 
so late that proper consideration could 
not be given to them. Now, In order to 
preclude this criticism, H.R. 10311 has 
been introduced and I respectfully sug¬ 
gest to the adherents of the Arms Con¬ 
trol and Disarmament Agency that they, 
who wield great Influence in the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, assist In 
securing Its early consideration by the 
committee. 

It Is Interesting to note that organiza¬ 
tions such as the American Legion, Vet¬ 
erans of Foreign Wars, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, Americans for Na¬ 
tional Security, and many patriotic and 
civic organizations have repeatedly 
urged the Congress to take another look 
at the Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. Certainly these are not fanatic 
or extremist groups but are representa¬ 
tive of the thinking of many Americans. 
They should be given their day before 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
relative to the effectiveness of the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency at the 
present time. 

When this House considered appropri¬ 
ations for the U.S. Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency last winter more 
than 130 Members of the House expressed 
their dissatisfaction with the Arms Con¬ 
trol and Disarmament Agency by vot¬ 
ing against giving this Agency any ap¬ 
propriation whatsoever. It is time for 
the majority to give full consideration 
to the dissatisfaction expressed by a 
fourth of the House membership. 

One of the reasons for dissatisfaction 
as expressed by House Members was their 
belief that it was the intent of Congress 
that this Agency should be "only a re¬ 
search coordination center for the prob¬ 
lems of arms control” and not necessarily 
a “disarmament negotiating arm of gov¬ 
ernment.” 

HR. 10311 will do the following six 
things: 

First. Make the Agency an "arms con¬ 
trol"—not “disarmament” research 
agency—and so title It. 

Second. Take the Agency away from 
the Department of State planners. 
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Third. Make It responsible to Con¬ 
gress. 

Fourth. Give access to all reports and 
recommendations of the Agency to the 
chairman and senior minority members 
of key committees such as House and 
Senate Armed Services. Foreign Affairs, 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. 

Fifth. Provide for the President to in¬ 
dicate at least 30 days prior, his inten¬ 
tion to reduce or eliminate armed serv¬ 
ices' strength, to the key House and 
Senate committee chairmen and senior 
minority committee members. 

Sixth. Spell out what agreements and 
measures affecting our national security 
would require the affirmative action of 
both Houses of Congress. 

Under my bill we would take a more 
realistic look at the Agency. This 
Agency does not have permanent status 
and presently I do not foresee any need 
for granting It permanent status. Rath¬ 
er. let us keep this Agency from expand¬ 
ing, as Parkinson's law would have It, 
into a huge, unwleldly bureaucracy. 

Logistlcally It is the stepchild of the 
State Department. Let us free it from 
the chains of State Department pater¬ 
nalism and permit some real independent 
recommendations and reports apart from 
the obvious policies of pacifism of the 
present Department of State. 

Opponents on the present activities of 
the Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency and the administration’s con¬ 
tinued program of unilateral disarma¬ 
ment via Executive orders have become 
greatly concerned at the lack of “point 
of knowledge” when the executive de¬ 
partment promulgates new measures af¬ 
fecting our national security. So many 
times Congress learns "after the fact" 
rather than before. Surely the execu¬ 
tive department would secure stronger 
support end some intelligent understand¬ 
ing of the feeling of Congress relative to 
national defense security if the Presi¬ 
dent would make this information known 
In due time before the Executive action 
is taken. This would not interfere with 
the constitutional rights of the execu¬ 
tive department, but on the contrary, 
would enable the executive department 
to secure the support of the Members 
of the Congress in vital areas of national 
public opinion, HR. 10311 would re¬ 
quire that the executive department no¬ 
tify the appropriate committees of Con¬ 
gress regarding proposed Executive or-

TRUTH FOREVER ON THE SCAFFOLD? 

The U.S. Supreme Qpurt's tender solicitude for Communists and pornographers 
has been no more evident than its decisions of fche past few weeks. 

The Court has: 

Sfrufck down the film censorship laws of Maryland and New York. 

Ordered that its own standards must be followed in censoring objection¬ 
able films. 

Agreed to review next term the conviction of kdlph Ginsburg, publishet 
of Eros, who has been found guilty by lower coufts of sending pornography 
through the mail. 

Agreed to review a case challenging the NeW Yofk obscenity law. 

Struck down a section of the Landrum-Griffith Act making it a crime fot 
a Communist to be an officer in a labor union. 

Ruled that unsealed Communist propaganda from abroad must be delivered 
to Americans whether or not they want it, thus overruling a law passed by 
Congress in 1962. 

The U. S. Supreme Court has made such a habit of overruling the intent 
of Congress in matters of national security that it has virtually usurped 
the legislative function for itself. For 10 years Congress and the U. S. 
Attorney General have been trying by law to force Communists in the United 
States to register. The high tribunal has upheld Congress' findings concern¬ 
ing the conspiratoral nature of the Party but has consistently blocked the 
registration requirements of the law. 

There is scarcely an "opinion Monday" of the high tribunal that does not 
cause many thoughtful Americans to wonder as did James Russell Lowell: "Must 
Truth be forever on the scaffold, Wrong forever on the throne?"

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P resident Johnson’s "war on poverty" program has 
turned out to be such an obvious fiasco it is sur¬ 
prising the Republican Party has not made political 
. capital of it. 

rlS There ’ s hardly an aspect of the program—from its 
^>tiginating conception to its detailed performance—which 
jjjsjnot open to the most annihilating criticism. Yet for 
^oipie reason the GOP national apparatus, with certain 
{^occasional and individual exceptions, has failed to put 
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At Home 
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^.awJie story together and take it to the public. 

'I There is, for example, the fact that the "poverty" 
ifcheme was born in the fertile mind of an avowed so¬ 
cialist, Michael Harrington. Harrington, moreover, has 
■I been called to Washington and consulted by Sargent 
Shriver and his fellow toilers as the received oracle on 
the subject. One would think this involvement of a well- 
known Socialist with the Democratic Administration 
would have drawn the fire of GOP orators, but to date 
it has not. 


There is the even more incredible fact that federal 
millions have been poured into New York City’s "Mo¬ 
bilization for Youth,” sponsor of rent strikes, organizer 
of paramilitary “adventure corps,” haven for far leftists 
including Communists and pro-Communists, and subject 
of a blistering report by the New York state senate. This 
group has received more than $7 million from the Federal 
Government, and recently received an OK for still more 
federal tax dollars. 

Those two items alone, had their equivalents been com¬ 
mitted by a Republican Administration, would have been 
sufficient to rock the country for months. And they are, 
unfortunately, only the beginning of the story. As the 
tragi-comedy of Sargent Shriver’s battle against hard¬ 
ship unfolds, it becomea apparent that the program, from 
start to finish, is an exquisite boondoggle. 


Hem. Before any observable steps had been taken to as¬ 
sist the poor, the poverty warriors took some decisive 
measures to assist themselves. They established a bureau¬ 
cratic network comprising of some 45 officials earning $1 
million annually among them. The stipulated salaries are: 
Director, $30,000; deputy director, $28,500; three as¬ 
sistants, $27,000 apiece; nine lower officials $24,500 each; 
eleven more, $22,445 each; twenty more, $18,935 each. 

Item. Down the line in the local communities, the same 
lavish pay scale has been maintained. A community di¬ 
rector of the “Operation Head-Start” preschool program, 
for example, receives $14,000 annually. Some teachers in 
the program receive $9 an hour. In one of the poverty of¬ 
fice’s preschool efforts, budgeted at about $1 million a 
year, two-thirds of the money will go to pay administra¬ 
tors, consultants, and other bureOcrats. • *—' 


Item. As a result of these extravagant outlays the 
“poverty” program has succeeded in luring skilled per¬ 
sonnel away from local and private welfare agencies. In 
this writer’s home community, one United Fund self-help 
agency lost two teachers to the poverty program, and 
fears it may lose more. The local United Fund director 
says: "We have indications that key people are being 
drained away from private welfare activities into federal 
programs.” Yet Shriver says: “I don’t believe this fear 
of 'staff raiding’ will materialize in United Fund offices.” 

Item. Also as a result of the reckless use of federal 
dollars, local poverty arrangements have become the focus 
of titanic patronage struggles. The most famous of these 
involved-. Harlem's Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, who 
vigorously attacked Shriver’s program at its inception. A 
suitable compromise was reached by funneling U.S. tax 
dollars to the Powell-controlled group, HARYOU-ACT, 
which by an odd quirk of circumstance pays $50,000 a 
year rent to Powell’s Abyssinian Baptist Church. 

Item. In defending this wild dissemination of the tax¬ 
payer’s money, Shriver has written newspapers around 
the country saying he wants to pay the top dollar in order 
to get the top people. To hear him tell things, his poverty 
warriors are a blue-ribbon elite worth every million of 
it. Yet Shriver is simultaneously urging local. poverty 
groups to place the impoverished and unemployed on their 
boards of directors—hardly a blue-ribbon approach. So 
far Shriver has made no effort to reconcile the two policies. 

Item. In addition to its epic extravagance, the "poverty” 
program has also raised some interesting issues of taste 
and morals. By participating in a rock-V-roll program 
conducted by New York disc jockey Murray the K, de¬ 
signed to recruit juveniles to live off the taxpayer, Shriver’s 
office called down the wrath of several GOP senators. 
And the young worthies already assembled at various 
Job Corps centers around the country have succeeded in 
making themselves thoroughly obnoxious on grounds of 
morals and public safety. The St. Petersburg, Fla., city 
council this month asked that the Job Corps Center there 
—the first in the nation—be removed, following charges, 
as UPI put it, of “immorality, disturbances and wide¬ 
spread waste.” 

Similar charges have flown at Job Corps Centers in Colum¬ 
bus, Ind., where the director was replaced after allega¬ 
tions of immorality against some of the participants and 
after local merchants complained of harassment; Syracuse, 
N.Y., where the mayor says anti-poverty funds have been 
used "to train agitators and organizers to fight the local 
government”; and Lewiston, Calif., where residents say 
Job Corpsmen include prison parolees who have terrorized 
the community. Other complaints have emanated from 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, and Youngstown, Ohio. 

All in all, it would appear Shriver has done a tidy 
piece of work, giving the Republicans just about the 
handiest issue in sight. Now all the GOP has to do is 
use it.

Reveals 6 Plot 9 Behind War 


I Robert Welch, the elder 
'statesman of the far, far right, 
last night gently called for a 
quick victory in Vietnam. 

The 67-year-old founder and 
leader of the John Birch Society 
mildly declared that "somebody 
higher up" was committing 
treason by prolonging the war 
in cooperation with Russia. 

- Socialist Plot Revealed 
t/ He said that “insiders" both 
in Russia and America were 
prolonging the war as part of a 
monstrous plot to keep America^ 
in the United Nations as a step! 
towards complete socialist con¬ 
trol of the world. 

! Indeed, he said, the Commu¬ 
nists themselves are being 
duped by the "insiders” who for 
200 years have used the “inter¬ 
national Communist conspira¬ 
cy” to promote the power of the 
“insiders" themselves. 

An audience of 700 in the 
Eastwind in Baltimore county 
appeared well scrubbed, well 
dressed, and well heeled. They 
Remained as calm as Mr. Welch 
during what were described as 
his “shocking revelations." 

They clapped about a dozen 
times during the bespectacled 
Mr. Welch’s 1% hours of low- 
key Bible thumping. 

Mr. Welch, smiling warmly 
with his pale face framed by 
tufts of white hair, started his 
speech by warning that tape 
recordings in the wrong hands 
were dangerous. 

New Joke Succeeds 

Motioning to a half-dozen pri¬ 
vate microphones in front of 
him, he said that the recordings 
were dangerous not because 
they would be used by the 
Communists but because, they 
can be used to avoid payment 
for his copyrighted material. 

Several times he plugged the 
pamphlets, books, and long-play¬ 
ing records being sold in the 
rear of the hall by matrons tn 
'blue sashes bearing the semi- 
scfcret society’s name. 

Mr. Welch got a big laugh by

starting his speech with the 
remark that his introduction 
had been so glowing he could 
hardly wait to hear himself 
speak. 

In Old Testament style he 
reeled off lists of war materials 
to demonstrate his thesis the 
United States was subsidizing 
Russia’s subsidy of North Viet¬ 
nam. His lists of tons, bushels 
and hundredweight recalled a 
Biblical recounting of so many 
shekels, cubits and ells. 

War Stage-Managed 

He agreed, perhaps uninten¬ 
tionally, with some left-wing cri¬ 
tics of the war by saying that 
America should never have 
been in the war in the first 
place and that President John¬ 
son has no intention of ending 
it 

The bloody conflict is being 
stage-managed by both sides for 
the furtherance of the "interna¬ 
tional Communist conspiracy.”

They need it. The Communists know, as the American people do not, 
that the city and community police forces now constitute one of the 
most important remaining obstacles to the gradual, insidious, and at 
first invisible, establishment of the mechanics of their Communist 
police state. The local working police are the best friends everywhere, 1 
of anti-Communists like ourselves, because they constantly run up a- 
gainst all of the dirty tactics of the Communists, and of the dupes and 
allies of the Communists, in their respective areas.

front page of the Boston Herald, of course), of a policeman barely hold¬ 
ing onto a dog which was straining at the leash to attack a Negro among 
the Birmingham "civil rights" advocates in Birmingham. 

There were no other results of the incident except the picture, which 
was the glorious piece of propaganda that the Communists wanted. But 
it shows you what the police will be up against everywhere in simply 
trying, as calmly as possible under the circumstances, to maintain law 
and order. The Federal Marshals, for another illustration, not only 
were not needed in Oxford, Mississippi for that purpose, but actually 
created most of the rioting -- as they obviously were intended to do. 

But of course the more the local police, anywhere or everywhere, can 
be discredited, the more willing the gullible American people will be 
to accept the entry of Federal troops as necessary to put down rioting. 

Among the more carefully plotted schemes for harassing the police, 
discrediting individual policemen, and discouraging all those who might 
want to do their duty, has been the setting up of Police Review Boards 
--to which many gullible dogooders and bleeding hearts have been giving 
support. Their chief function, in practice anyway if not in theory, is to 
make every individual police officer scared to death, as to every action 
he takes even in dealing with vicious criminals in emergency situations, 
of being called before some board weeks or months later, and condemned 
with loss of pay or maybe loss of job, for having been too unkind to the 
poor wayward unfortunates who were about to shoot him in the back, or 
stamp in his face, when he tried to interfere with their waywardness.

During the long war Captain Birch never lost sight of his spiritual goal. 
On August 13, 1945, he wrote in the last letter of his life; “Yesterday, Sunday morning, 1 held a service 
especially thanking God for bringing us to the eve of victory ... Father, do not worry about my ‘turning 
back in the furrow.' As it pleases God to use my voice for preaching His Gospel, I expect to be doing that." 

Twelve days later John lay dead in a ditch near the town of Hsuchow— 
shot and cruelly bayonetted by “our Chinese Communist allies." His death was known and mourned all 
over China, for he had become a symbol of Christianity, of true brotherhood and humility, and of the 
goodness and strength of America. The cruel murder of Captain Birch was a grim warning by the Red 
Chinese to all who would oppose their 20th century barbarism. 

On November 16, 1945, Adeline Gray, who was herself a newspaper 
woman as well as former instructor at Nankai, wrote John's parents that “Had not the truth been sup¬ 
pressed, Capain Birch’s death would have headlined every newspaper in the United States.” But the 
news reached America only through private sources. 

The fact that Communism's powerful friends in Washington could hide 
the truth of his death was a minor evidence of the domination of foreign policy which could smother in 
the same year the on-the-spot report by Patrick Hurley (our Ambassador to China) of China's betrayal; 
could completely suppress the official China report of General Wedemeyer; could stop the flow of all 
military supplies to Chiang Kai-shek, and with raw gall broadcast that Chinese Communists were 
agrarian reformers and truly democratic. Senator William F. Knowland stated that if the story of John 
Birch could have been known and understood, it could have made a huge difference in our attitude 
and the circumstances that led to our engagement in Korea,

'Impeachment is a proper legal procedure provided for by (he Constitution. It is the only legal 
means of removing from office the members of the Supreme Court who are appointed by the 
President for life. Thomas Jefferson set in motion an action to bring about impeachment of As¬ 
sociate Justice Samuel Chase of Maryland. Jefferson wrote in 1821, "It has long been my 
opinion ... that the germ of the dissolution of our Federal Government is in the Constitution of 
the Federal Judiciary."

In Ihe fall of 1960 The John Birch Society learned 
that the Communist Party, U.S.A. was working for the passage of a bill that would 
take away funds of the House Committee on Un-American Activities so it could 
not investigate the Communist Party. For a while it appeared they might succeed. 
Then the Society (and other patriotic groups) began an all-out campaign to defeat 
this bill. The result was an overwhelming defeat for the Communists in the House 
of Representatives in 1961,— 412 to 6. 

^This was perhaps the first tangible evidence of the 
effective strength of the newly formed John Birch Socjety, and the Communists de¬ 
cided it must be destroyed. A directive for the destruction of such anti-Communist 
groups went out from Moscow on December 6, I960. 

^The opening official attack against the Society came 
on February 25. 1961, in People's World, an official Communist newspaper pub¬ 
lished in San- Francisco, California. It said there was a new, secret, fascist group 
which was setting up “cells" all over the United States. The succeeding Communist 
attacks pulled all the stops out, charging the Society with everything that was evil — 
hate group, racist, anti-Semitic, Hitlerite, terrorist, ad infinitum. Much of the press 
picked up the chan t, spreading the falsehoods across the nation in a few short weeks. 

The intensity and virulent nature gS the attacks con¬ 
fused many good people. Some were thoroughly brain-washed. k Thc Communists had 
used certain trigger words and many Americans reacted in Pavlovian fashion; “hate 
peddler," “radical,” and "extremist" were parroted by people who began to dislike 
the Society without knowing anything about it. 

To disprove the charges leveled against The John Birch 
Society, Robert Welch requested a thorough investigation be made by an official 
government body.

THE 

CALIFORNIA SENATE 
INVESTIGATION 



A thorough investigation of The John Birch Society 
was conducted by the Senate Fact-Finding Subcommittee on Un-American Activities 
of the State of California under the chairmanship of Senator Hugh Bums (Dem.). 
Two years in the making, it was released in June of 1963. Quotations follow: 

"The attack against The John Birch Society com¬ 
menced with an article in the People's World, California Communist paper, in Feb¬ 
ruary. 1961...” - * ' 

"Our investigation and study was requested by the 
Society, which had been publicly charged with being a secret, fascist, subversive. 
un-American. anti-Semitic organization. We have not found any of these accusations 
to be supported by the evidence." 

"We find The John Birch Society to be a Right, anti- 
Communist, fundamentalist organization. It was conceived, organized, and is domi¬ 
nated by Mr. Rqbci:t,W.clch,«.whO'.Funs-the Society with the aid of a National Council 
and Advisory Committee.” " 

“Communists are trained to obey a directive or a party 
assignment, whether they agree with it or not. Members of the Society are constantly 
told not to follow any program or directive unless they agree with it, as may be seen 
in many of the monthly bulletins sent to the members. When the policies and actions 
of the Society are no longer supported by a member, he may resign and get a pro¬ 
portional rebate of his annual dues.” 

“We believe that the reason the John Birch Society 
has attracted so many members is that it simply appeared to them to be the most 
effective, indeed the only, organization through which they could join in a national 
movement to learn the truth about the Communist menace and then take some posi¬ 
tive concerted action to prevent its spread."

Additional Note: 

The Senate report also coven Mr. Welch's widely 
criticized statements concerning the Truman an d 
Eisenhower administrations. The statements were 
contained in lengthy letters in which Mr. Welch 
queried his friends as to the reasons for the rise of 
Soviet power in the face of United States suprem¬ 
acy following World War II. These letters, not in¬ 
tended for publication, were written at the time the 
Eisenhower administration was following some of 
the libera) positions toward world Communism, 
examples of which were the failure to remove left 
wing influences from the State Department, the 
U.S. moratorium on nuclear testing, and accepting 


Castro as “the Abraham Lincoln of Cuba.” 

To answer the critics Mr. Welch expanded, slightly 
revised the letters, and published them in book 
form in 1963.. Iq the published book, called The 
Poli tician, Mr. Welch slates , th at-*h» • r—dw enT 
reasonably conclude that President Eisenhower had 
been deceived by the Communists. 


secrecy about-tKe society than-any other private organization; indeed, that since there 
had been so much publicity about this movement, in papers and magazines and gen¬ 
era l circ ulation,- that it is now probably less secret than the Elks Club, Moose Club, 
or other private group that accepts members by vote or invitation and does not open 
its meetings to the general public.” 


Although Mr. Welch severely condemns the Tru¬ 
man administration's loss of China and the dis¬ 
missal of General MacArthur, he is just as critical 
of President Eisenhower for continuing some of 
the mistaken policies of his predecessors in regard 
to Communism. Mr, Welch’s concern is under - 
standable. 



It is important to note that this book is not litera¬ 
ture of The John Birch Society. In fact, at the 
formation of The John Birch Society on December 
9. 1959, the original letters were expressly excluded 
by its Council.
